Discoveries in Aleutian 
Islands By Smithsonian 
Expedition Reported 

WASHINGTON (AP) — Dr. 
Ales Hrdlicka, Smithsonian Insti¬ 
tute anthropologist, reported to¬ 
day the discovery of remains of a 
race of people who antedated the 
Eskimos, Aleuts, and Indians In 
the migration from Asia to the 
American continent thousands of 
years ago. 

The veteran scientist, who has 
just completed 10 years of explor¬ 
ation during each summer in 
Alaska and the Aleutian Islands, 
said the hitherto unknown race 
apparently was the stem from 
which many of the American In¬ 
dian tribes evolved.

Three major government land 
settlement and reclamation 
schemes attempted in the post¬ 
war period, have cost the people 
of British Columbia more than 
$13,000,0(10 to date, Hon. A. Wells

They are the Sumas reclama¬ 
tion scheme, the'South Okanagan 
Irrigation Scheme and the Mer¬ 
ville Settlement Area. 

The total cost of Sumas is given 
by the minister as $6,966,698.' 
against which the government 
has collected $216,260 in sales and 
rents. $257,710 in. Interest, $26,132 
for sinking funds, and has $311,- 
239 in agreements receivable. It 
thus shows a loss of $6,159,000. 

The South Okanagan scheme 
cost $6,146,058 up to September 
30 and against this the govern¬ 
ment has collected $594,000 in 
rents and sales, leaving a loss ol 
$5,552,000.

626 and $9,000 was collected In

LONDON (AP)—A prolonged 
quake followed by frequent after¬ 
shocks sent Toklo citizens run 
hlng Into streets at 8.44 am. 
British time (12.44 a m. P--S.T. 
and 5.44 Saturday afternoon In 
Japan) a Reuters dispatch from 
Toklo said today. 

No damage waa reported In 
Toklo, the dispatch said, but it 
was believed the epicentre was 
In Miyagi prefecture, about 200 
miles northeast ol Toklo. 

The central meteorological ob¬ 
servatory in Japan said landslides 
and tidal waves were feared in 
Miyakl and Eukushima prefec¬ 
ture*. Communications to the 
scene of the heaviest shocks were 
disrupted.

The alterna¬ 
tive would be going out single- 
handed to rearm the defence 
forces of the country, paying 
largely increased per unit costs 
and sacrificing Ihe advantage of 
British armament secrets. 

GETTING BRITISH PATENTS 

The department of National 

Defence is triready in comma- 
nlcation with the British War 
Office with a view to securing 
the use of necessary British 
patents for heavy armaments. 

The fact that the Department 
of National Defence is embarking 
upon a heavy armaments pro¬ 
gram reflects the uncertainty in 
which the Munich settlement is 
regarded in official circles as 
having left the peace of the 
world. The threat of war is 
looked upon in realistic quarters 
of the Canadian government, in 
common with other govern- 
'tnedU. as not eliminated but 
merely postponed. The prime 
responsibility which the situa¬ 
tion Is regarded as leaving with 
the Dominion is the defence ol 
its own coastline from possible 
aggression. Hence the emphasis 
upon heavy guns, antiaircraft 
guns, and torpedo launch pro¬ 
tection.

N ext Tuesday in the united 

States the electors will go to the polls 
to choose 32 governors, 37 senators and 432 
members of the House of Representatives. 
This is what Is known in the neighboring 
republic as an “off year." or non presidential 
election year. The lower houje is composed 
of 435 Representatives and every two years 
all have to be elected for two-year terms 
The Senate numbers 96 and one-third of this 
total are elected every other year for six- 
year terms. Of the contested offices the 
Democrats hold 39 of the 48 governorships. 
76 of the Senate seats, and 328 of the House 
of Representative seats. The President is 
elected, of course, every fourth November. 
Tuesday's test, therefore, Is especially Im¬ 
portant and Interesting because it is expected 
to show whether Mr. Roosevelt Is retaining 
his strength or otherwise.
